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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 1 , 16-26 have been cancelled by Applicant. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/7/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
6,440,551 and 6,699,578 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

2. The double patenting rejections in the previous Office Action have been withdrawn in 
view of the Terminal Disclaimer filed 6/7/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-10, 12-15, 27, 31-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over ENGLAND (US 3,520,846) in view of OLIVER ET AL (US 4,797,317).

ENGLAND discloses a polyethylene terephthalate film with yellowness and a pigment 
dispersed therein, wherein said pigment corrects the film's yellowness, wherein the pigment has a 
typical particle size of 3 microns. However, the reference does not explicitly disclose the 
metallized layer, (line 55, col. 1 to line 14, col. 2) 

OLIVER ET AL discloses that it is well known in the art to apply thin metal layers 
having a typical thickness of 140 angstroms or less to colored transparent PET films, wherein the 
metal is stainless steel or nickel alloys, and wherein said metal is applied by means of 
conventional vacuum deposition in order to control the degree of light transmission in glazing 
applications such as glass windows, (lines 55-65, col. 3; line 52-63, col. 4) 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to metallize the color-corrected film of ENGLAND in order to modify and 
adjust the optical properties (e.g., transmission, reflectivity, etc.) of the films for specific glazing 
applications on glass. One of ordinary skill in the art would have adjusted the pigment particle 
size depending on the transmission and other optical properties desired for specific applications. 
It would have been obvious to combine additional film layers with the color-corrected film in 
order to improve mechanical, barrier, and other physical properties. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 6-7, 28-30 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose color-corrected transparent films wherein: (1) the 
color-correcting pigment is present in a coating layer on the film (claim 2, 28, 30); (2) having the 
recited color deficiency and pigment color (claims 6-7); or (3) the color-correcting pigment is 
present in an adhesive layer (claim 29).
